DEAD WIDOW'S BLOOD 


Covered the Clothes Presetted 


in Court as Evidence. 


HOUCK'S REMAUABLE NEtVE 


When Ms Shoes Wtre MeatifiM, mt tte 


Stick »f Sure WMtf Was 


Mr. YKKXOX, June 10 {Special. 
The Houck trial has reached that 
point where the people are not only 
interested but excited, and Judge 
Wickharn has been compelled t* order 
that spectators sit down and not stand 
on chairs. While there was no open 
excitement in court Saturday tbe im- 
portance of tbe testimony brought 
out created a sensation. Court ad- 
joutned for Sunday, but Judge Wick- 
bam returned Sunday evening from 
Delaware and continued tbe trial 
ibis morning. 
Houck continues to display remark- 
able nerve. When a number of arti- 
cles spattered and soaked in tbe dead 
woman's blood were offered as evi- 
dence be showed no concern other 
than moving once in his seat. He 
says nothing except an occasional word 
to his wife, and pays tbe closest atten- 
tion to all that is going on. 
Schooler C. Horn said Houck usual- 


ly talked freely about people and 
events. He visited tbe bouse after 
the body of Mrs. Hess had been found, 
and 
suggested that the bouse be 
turned over to some responsible party 
He saw tbe tracks in the mnd. They 
were going north from the alley to 
the wood house, and be saw tbe same 
track at the woodpile. He identified 
Uouck's shoes as those which bad 
been fitted to the tracks, and aid the 
tit was perfect, not only the sole but 
tbe shape the foot bad formed the 
shoe fitted. The witness also saw tbe 
tracks near the water and the shoes 
fitted to them in equally perfect man- 
ner. He described the manner in 
which the tracks were cnt out of the 
mud and preserved. 
Leander McCammaot was recalled, 
and gave a vivid description of Mrs. 
[less as she lay dead on the floor and 
the condition of the room. He de- 
scribed the footprints in tbe mud, and 
dentified Houck's shoes by nail 
marks in -the heels. 
The cracker barrel that stood in 


Mrs. 
Hess' kitchen was brought into 
court. It was spattered with blood 
and 
was identified by the wit- 
ness. Mrs. Hess: lantern and the 
blind from, the west window of the 
r*om in which she was murdered were 
also shown. 
Petticoa's, shoes and 
overshoes that McCammant bad taken 
rom the body were identified, while 
the shawl, stockings, dress and under- 
wear were as readily declared to be 
the clothing he had removed from her 
after the crime was discovered. The 
stick of wood with which the crime 
was committed was-presented in court 
and readily identified by Mr. McCam- 
mant as the one he bad found on the 
floor of tbe bloody room. All these 
articles showed signs of the tragedy. 
Clyde Allen saw Houck in his sbop 


when the defendant said: 'I cnt 
Charley Porterfield's hair after church. 
Fou 
saw 
me. 
didn't 
you?' 
Allen 
bad also seen the 
tracks 


and Houck's shoes fitted to them. 
The tracks at the house were the 
>ame as those at the water's edge- 
James McCammant said that -while 
le was in Houck's shop the day after 
he murder he talked of the blood- 
bounds and Houck said: "They may 
rack me right to my door as I was 
over there this morni -g." 
Philip Allen saw Houck the night 


of the murder. He was quiet, and at 
lines his face was flushed and at 
itbers pale. 
Vincent McCammant saw Houck 
he day of the murder. He was quiet 
and contrary to his custom had little 
to say. 
Bert Norris testified that Houck 
iad said bloodhounds were no good 
and were just as liable to track him 
to his house as anyone else- Houck 
was nervous and bad nothing to say 
about the murder unless questioned. 
Marion Norris said Houck said to 


him the night after the murde: 'Why 
n hell are they bringing them d—n 
dogs here. They are just as liable to 
•rack an innocent man. They might 
.rack me.1 
The testimony of Leander McCam- 
mant made a marked impression upon 
be audience. He is an undertaker 
which explains wby he removed the 
clothing from Mrs."Hess" body. Each 
witness testified that Houck, who al- 
ways took an active interest in public 
lappenings, had little to say when 
the murder was discovered.

It was not generally known that 
DeCoursey would be arraigned this 
morning, and few people were in the 
courtroom when Sheriff Hedge walked 
in with the 
prisoner. 
He was 
dressed 
in

cut 
sack coat and corduroy trousers he 
wore the night of the murder, and 
shewed no signs of his imprisonment. 
He twisted bis stubby mustache for a 
time after-being seated, but soon re- 
gained bis composure and gave no ev- 
idence of nervousness. 
With his bat held in one hand at 
jjs side and his other hand resting on 
lis hip DeCoursey stood up to hear 
the indictment read. His face did 
not change expression and when 
asked to plead be promptly an- 
swered "Sot Guilty." He said he 
lad no means with which to employ 
an attorney, and asked that Hon. 3. 
~l Adams and W. R. Pomerene be ap- 
pointed to defend him. Jud^e Bason 
acceded to bis request, and DeCoursey 
was taken back to jail. 
No date has been set for the trial, 
but it will probably take place toward 
the end of the present term.
